Nitrogen Gathering Bacteria on Roots 
of Plant Advised. 
wAlfalta {a a legume crop, and for its 
qneeesstul growth nitrogen gathering 
pacteria on {ts roofs are nocessary,” ac- 
cording to Manley Champlin, assistant 
avrenomiat at the State college, South 
poekota. “Shere alfalfa has been 
grown for many years the bacteria are 
lihely present in the sofl—for Instance, 
certain parts of the Black Hills region. 
Tut if the bacteria sre not in the soll 
it would probably be well to inoculate 
either the seed or the land to produce 

them.” ; 

Mr. Champlin offers the following 
suggestions on methods of Inoculation: 
“Nitrogen gathering bacteria are pre- 
pared Jn the form known 4s pure cul- 
ture by the United States department 
of agriculture at Washington, and 
small quantities of this pure culture 
are sent frec to the farmers desiring to 
make a trial of inoculation.

Sinve the orgmmic mutter content of 
procactive soils is being continually re- 
duced, the queation of maintaining it 
is important, Plowing under sod, ma- 
nure, crop residucs, or cyen an entire 
erep are the means ath the farmer's 
hand for retaining this factor of soil 
fertility. Plowing under the second 
erop o£ clover is good practice if the 
rotation can be so arranged. 

For the average farmer. the best 
Tmethod of keeping up the organic mat- 
ter content of the soil is the plowing 
under of a good aod every threo, four 
or five years, Wo have evidence to 
show that this practice will keep up 
the organic matter content in the soil 
even where no manure ig used. 

The question of growing « crop to 
plow under ia quite often brought. up, 
Unless the land is badly run down, it is 
not advisable to spend a senson grow- 
ing a crop for this purpose. Tf the 
farmer keeps live stock, he must feed 
the crops but will have the manure 
to apply to the soil, There are times 
when in building up a ron down soil, 
a crop may be grown simply to plow 
under, but later tha rotation should bo 
arranged so that sod, manure or crop 
residues will be sufficient for this. 
Quite often, however, crops can bo 
grown botween the regular erops with- 
out losing the use of the Iand. 

Where a crop is grown simply for 
plowing under, 4 legume should be 
frown if possible. Vetch is one of the 
moat suitable legumes for this purpose, 
hut at tha present tima, the price of 
neod is prohibitive. It should bo sown 
in the fall with rye or with some othor 
grain.- Field pens sown with grain 
crop in the spring are algo of value.
